Now to ſhew that you deſign to Cajole, us, 
and to make us ſubſerve for your Advantage 
to our own Detriment, and even hazard of 
our Ruin (as our Traitors have but too much 
done already) you. would perſwade us to 
carry on this War, *till we have wreſted Spain 
from the Houſe of Bourbon; which you own 
we cannot do but through Fance, and by re- 
ducing that Nation to the very laſt Extre- 
mity. A great part of France mult therefore 
be firſt ſubdued, and that will fall (for how 
can we help it) to the ſhare of the Low 
Dc, whilſt all Spain and the Weſt Indies 
falls to the Emp—r the ſhare of the High 
D——ch. Where is then your Great Britain? 
Where indeed all Europe? Is not this Bam- 
boozling us with a Vengeance? And are not 
theſe malt amiable Country-men, that join ſo 
hearitly with Foreigners in ſuch a Project? 
For in this Caſe our Slavery is deſperate; 
there is none that can aſſiſt, none that can re- 
lieve us againſt theſe two, if they have a mind 
to impoſe upon, or preſcribe to us; whereas 
in the preſent Circumſtances of Peace we have 
a ſufficient Curb upon France, to oblige them 
to keep touch with us. For how much ſo- 
ever our Allies may pretend to be diſguſted 
at qur preſent Behaviour, it is molt certain, 
that Intereſt in State-Affairs never yet faild, 
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eſt Reſentments, much more eaſily ſuck ſham 
Reſentments as our Allies pretend againſt us, 
No Nation ever was guilty to another of ſo 
much Ingratitude and ill Uſage, { many un- 

ralleled Treacheries and unheard-of Cruel- 
ties as the D—+ have been towards us, and 
we know they inveterately hate us; and yet 
notwirhſtanding all this, and in particular, 
tho? they left us (their Saviours) in the Lurch 
in the ſeparate Peace they made in 1678, yet 
we have heartily twice ſince allied Va rem, 
becauſe we took 1t to be our Intereſt. Now, 
beſides ſuch a Motive as ours was, , viz, the 
| Intereſt the Neighbours of Fance have to pre- 
vent the Conſequence upon themſelves, in 
caſe Great Britain ſhould ſuccomb to France: 
They have the faireſt Proſpect in the World, 
to come in for a Share of the French Territo- 
ries, could they engage exaſperated Britain 
to the Dilaceration of Fance. At leaſt they 
are ſure to have all that can be won their 
own, ſince we cannot ſhare with them the 
Inland Towns and Provinces: And therefore 
to talk of Reſentments inſcabbording the 
Swords of our Alljes when Britain's attack'd 
by France, is very Ridiculous, ſuppoling our 
Allies had juſt Cauſe of Wrath againſt us. 
But is it not Demonſtration, that they can 
have no other than pretended. Motives to 
complain of us? Are they not ſenſible it is 
very unreaſonable for them to demand us to 
continue the War to our own vilible Diſad- 
vantage, nay to the manifeſt Riſque of our
